This view of college baseball 
if put into operation, would change 
game in a radical manner. Was sug 
gested because 4a good many college 
men thought the tiniversity game was 
developing along professional! lines 
The agreement on this question is 
prising. Ten years ago it was the 
tom of the different colleges to 
tempt to rattle opposing pitchers ’ 
Keeping up an incessant yelling fo! 
the purpose of disconcerting them. The 
practice was started in a thoughtless 
manner, but the more clear-headed col- 
lege captains have come to the con- 
clusion that it is not only poor base- 
ball, but unsportsman-like and unfair. 
HMWarvard university deserves credit for 
starting the movement to Suppress it. 
Today it is seldom heard and any 
tempt in the stands to take such an 
advantage of a friendly opponent is 
quickly suppressed by the ceieer lead- 
ers. 

The idea of eliminating professional 
coaches from the benches is a devel- 
opment of the same idea and if it could 
be adopted by general agreement it 
would be a long step forward in the 
elevation of the ethics of intercolle- 
gwiate athletics in general. The diffi 
culty of putting such an excellent idea 
into practice is the absence of an 
tercollegiate baseball association. 
or three universities cannot do it with- 
out the assistance of all their impor- 
tant rivals. Any university Which 
would take the initiative in organiz- 
ing such an organization and adopting 
such a code of baseball ethics would 
deserve the thanks of the entire in- 
tercollegiate world. ‘

were exchanged by a ticket agent In a 
regular ticket office for a ticket cover- 
ing the specifie journey, a record would 
immediately be made by the ticket 
agent, and if the ticket was good over 
the line of another carrier, this record 
eould be used as basis of a credit to 
‘be allowed the other carrier for the 
‘service that it was required te per- 
form, and a collection could be made 
from such other carrier upon this entry, 
' even though the coupons were, in fact, 
actwally lost by the carrier rendering 
the service. 
Protected Train Operation. 

The regulation also protected’ the 
Mperation of the trains in that !t did 
not require of the conductors the duty 
large 


of making calculations tor a 
number of passengers and deducting 
mileage siips from their books. [t 


also protected the carriers in the check- 
ing of baggage. inasmuch as it re- 
aquired a ticket for a specific journey 
in @rder to secure the checking of bag- 
gage, and prevented the checking of 
buggage upon mere presentation of a 
mileagwe book &0 one deetiniation, while 
permitting the passenger to use the 
same coupons to go to another destina- 


ticn, thus entailing a Violation of the 
regulations requiring that the baggage 
ghall cover the same trip made-by the 
passen ye. 

With this regulation incorporated, 
the fiftv-two carriers above specified 
were wiiling to establish the svstem of 
interchangeable books. ,Accordingly, a 
set of books, which may be generally 
described as follows, was put into ef- 
fect as indicated:

1. Two thousand mile books, inter- 
changeable with certain roads, at 2 
cents per mile, good for heads of firms 
or employees not exceeding a total 
number of five. the names to be fur- 
nished at the time of of the purchase 
of the’ mileage. book and entered 
thereon.

_ Had to Post Tariff. 
When these books were put into ef- 
fect it became hecessary, inasmuch as 
they were good for interstate travel, 
io publish, post and file a tariff with 
the interstate commerce commission as 
required by the act to regulate com- 
meres, and this was accordingly done. 
The tariff published and filed as afore- 
said contained the provision above re- 
eited, among others, and provided that

The same 
act that required the publication of 
the turiff covering the use of these 
books. also required that the carrier 
and the traveling public live strictly 
up to the rules therein contained, and 
provided that any departure from these 
rules would be unlawful, and would 
entail the penalties and punishment 
provided by law. ' 
Travelers Started Opposition. 

The regulation requiring exchange 
of these coupons at ticket “windows for 
tickets caused opposition in the state 
of Georgia, princpally from the Com- 
mercial Travelers’ association of that 
state, and this opposition finally re- 
sulted in an order which Was adopted 
by the railroad commission of the 
state of Georgia dn November &, 1912: 

“All railroads selling ~ mileage ocr 
penny seript books are required, on and 
after February 1, 1913, to pull the same 
on the train of the company selling 
the same when presented by the hold- 
ers for transportation between points 
wholly within the state of Georgia, ex- 
cept where passengers board trains in 
cities with 10,000 population or more, 
according to the United States census 
of 1910, in which places mileage or 
penny script shall be exchanged for 
tickets.” 

The carriers participating in this ar- 
rangement were so thoroughly |. con- 
vVinced that this exchange regulation 
Was reasonable, and necessary, not 
only for the protection of their ac- 
counts and the collection of their rev- 
enue, but for the proper and safe oper- 


ation of their trains, that an injunc- 
tion was secured from the courts of the 
state of Georgia restraining the 
enforcement of the above of- 
der, which was finally carried 
to the supreme court of the 
state of Georgia. On November 18, 


1913, the supreme court of Georgia de- 
cided that the commission had a right 
to enter and to enforce the order re- 
ferred to. it has, therefore, become 
necessary for the carriers operating 
in Georgia to observe the terms of the 
commissions order. 


Carriers in Quandary. 


This places the carriers in a position 
of .some difficulty. Unless they obey 
the order of the commission, and ‘ac- 
cept coupons on the trains they will 
be guilty of a violation of what has 
heen declared to be the law of the 
state of tieorgia. If they do obey the 


order of the commissien and accep? , 
coupons from the interstate books nor 
transportution on the trains in the 
state of Georgia only, they will de- | 
part from the regulations prescribed 
in their interstate tariff. and filed with

crimination, forbidden by the federal ;

Adopted Rexulations. — 


Regulations in respect to this mat- 
ter, effective December 17, 1913, will,

There shall be “Tnsused a new 1,000- 
mile book, at 2 cents per mile (except 
Central of Georgia railway, which will 
sell similar book at 21-2 cents per 
mile), good on the trains of the rail-

The existing forms of interchange- 
able mileage boks, viz.: Forms Z and 
ZZ and S [ M, and also penny script, 
being interstate forms of transporta- 
tion and interchangeable, cannot bé 
used under the railroad commission's 
order, without departing from. the in- 
terstate tariff covering same, nor with- 
out violating the contract made with 
carriers operating without the state 6f 
Georgia, and will therefore be with- 
drawn from intrastate use in the state 
of Georgia. The Georgia railroads is- 
suing Such interstate mileage books 
find themselves required to write into 
the contract of these interchangeable 
mileage books a clause reading as fol- 


lows: 

“COUPONS FROM THIS BOOK WILL 
NOT BE ACCEPTED ON TRAINS, NOR 
ON AND AFTER DECEMBER 17, 19138, 
IN EXCHANGE FOR TICKETS FOR 
JOURNEY * WHOLLY WITHIN TH 
STATE OF GRORGIA.”’ 

This means that all these forms of 
interchangeable transportation will be 
good only for an interstate tourney. 
and will not be good for an intrastate 
journey in Georg even when forming 
a part of an interstate journey.

ply with the commission's order and 
the contracts of the carriers that such 
tickets now outstanding shall be good 


for an intrastate journey in Georgia, 
continue on and after December 17, 
1913, to enjoy the privilege of intra- 


state Journeys in the state of Georgia. 
Coupons from such _ interstate books 
will be accepted for intrastate journeys 
in the state of Georgia on the trains 
of the company which sold said hook, 
except from stations of 10,000 inhab- 
itants, or more, at which stations the 
coupons Will have to be exchanged for 
tickets as prescribed by the railroad 
commission's order. 


Honor Family Books. 

In further accordance with the new 
requirement of the Railroad Commis- 
sion of Georgia, the railroads of Geor- 
Xia issuing the five-hundred-mile fam- 
ily book will honor these books which 
exclusively intrastate forms of 
transportation On the _ trains. The 
checking of baggage will necessarily 
and consequently be governed by the 
same conditions and regulations as 
govern the honoring of all of the above

Answer.—Because the present system 
creates no organism whereby a central- 
tro cash reserve and credit power can 
xist, to be utilized by individual banks 
in an emergency. Because the note 
issue machinery, being dependent on 
the supply of United States bonds re- 
quired as security for such notes, can- 
not expand and contract according to 
the requirements of trade for a larger 
or a smaller hand-to-hand circulating 
medium.

A.—It certainly did not: but it left 
the country’s banking organism, when 
the panic had actually broken out, 
without the protection which the cen- 
tral banks of Europe give. Hence the 
peculiar phenomena of 1907—the 
“scramble of banks for reserve money,’ 
the suspension of cash payments, the 
inability of employers to get currency 
for their weekly pay rolls, and the pre- 
mium on currency. 

Q.—What would a new system under- 
take to offer? 

A.—Opportunity for an individual 
bank to borrow from a central institu- 
tion, on the security of commercial 
paper already held as security for its 
own loans to its customers; thus releas- 
ine some of the bank’s resources for 
other purposes. A note issue system 
whereby individual banks might obtain 
from the same central institution, on 
proper security, notes to pay out when 
their customers wished to withdraw 
their deposits in that form, such notes 
to be redeemed automatically when the 
customers no longer had use for them.

THE VERY BEST CONVENTION. 

The forty-fifth annual convention of 
the National American Woman Suf- 
frage association, which closed on the 
of December 5, will be re- 
corded in history as the very best. 
Many beuieve that it will also be the 
very last convention, for Uncie Sam witli 
surely enfranchise the other half of 
our common humanity as he enfran- 
chised the neZgro men, who were slaves 
in 1869, by an amendment to the United 
States constitution. 

Forty-four long years have elapsed 
since this uct of justice to negro men 
was performed, and the state of 
Wyoming eame into the union with an 
equal suffrage plank in its constitu- 
tion. Nine states and one territory 
have followed Wyoming’s example, and 
the senate of the United States has 


, ving 
‘women 


and now is considering seriously the 
recommendation of its special commit- 
tee, with a Georgia-raised man as 
‘*hairman, the advisabilitv of confer- 
the elective franchise on all the 
outside the ten free states and 
one territory. A majority of the sena- 
tors are openly espousing the cause of 
woman suffrage, and the question will 
have to be decided by the house of 
representatives. 

On Wednesday, December 3, at 10 
o'clock, Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, presi- 
dent of the National American/W oman 
Suffrage association, heade an im- 
mense procession of earnes}] and en- 
thusiastic women who wishdd to hear 
and see all that was possi¥le on the 
subject so dear to themselVes and to 
the waiting women at hame. The 
hearing was held before the kommittee 
on rules by the house of represent- 
atives, in a large roo~ in the office 
building of the house. This room was 
crowded to the utmost capacity, and 
the corridors were crowded also with 
those who were not so fortunate. 

Hon. R. L. Henry, the chairman, ex- 
erted himself to make things comfort- 
able for the women who want equal 


suffrage before ‘the law with men in 
all the affairs of life. His lovely wife 
was present, and appeared deeply in- 
terested. Georgia was represented on 
that committee by Hon. Thomas W. 
Hardwick, who disappeared so quickl} 
hat I did not have an opportunity to 
ask him how te stood on woman suf- 
frage. As he is credited with securing 
the disfranchisement of the negro man, 
it is hinted that he will oppose the en- 
franchisement of the negro women and 
of the white women of the state of 
Georgia and of the nation. 

Drs. Shaw opened the discussion, and 
she was followed by Miss Jane Ad- 
dams, first vice president; Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman-Catt, president of the Inter- 
national Woman's Suffrage association; 
Helen Gardener, the author, who lives 
in Washington: Representative Baker, 
of California: Mrs. Desha Breckinridge, 
of Kentucky: Mrs. Mary Beard, of New 
York, and Mrs. Ida Hasted Harper. 
This was the first hearing it had ever 
fore I do not know how it compared 
but ‘Dr. Anna Shaw said: “T have 
heard a great many hearings, but never 
one as fine as that.” 

Favprable Impression. 


The members appeared to. be quite 
favorably impressed, and not one dis- 
cordant note was heard. The next day 
the anti-suffragists .had the privilege 
to appeal to the sAme committee to 
protest against the appointment of a 
special committee to consider the mer- 
its of the all-absorbing question of 
granting the ballot to the women of 
this republic so that they can have a 
voice in the government under which 
they live and move and have their be- 


ing. 

On Thursday Mrs. Catherine Waugh 
McCullough, the lawyer from Illinots, 
and Miss Alice Stone Blackwell, the 
editor of The Woman's Journal, of Bos- 
ton, Mass., were appointed speakers in 
rebuttal to the anti-suffragette hearing 
before the committee the day before. 
Other speakers were added, and the 
reports from that hearing were as sat- 
isfactory as the previous reports had 
been. 

President Wilson’s Health Not Good. 

When the woman suffragists request- 
ed an interview with the president of 
all the people he was too ill to receive 
the women. He promised to see them 
at 10 o’clock Monday, Vecember 8, if

he was able at that time to stand the 
; fatigue. Fifty-five state presidents and 
officers of the National American Wom- 
|an Suffrage association promised to re- 
| main over until Monday. There were 
(one hundred and fifty women and one 
man, Attorney Leonard J. Grossman, a 
delegate from Georgia, who marched 
from the woman suffrage headquarters 
to hear Dr. Shaw talk to the president. 
We were charged not to shake hands 
with him for fear we would hurt him. 
Forming a circle around the president 
of the United States and the president 
of the National American Woma gs 
Suffrage association, we were greatly 
edified. Miss Shaw always says the 
correct thing, and perhaps President 
Wilson did the same, but we could not 
see it that way when he said he had no 
individuality. As the head of a party 
he could not include.any reference or 
recommendation to enfranchise all the 
women of the union by an amendment 
to the constitution of the United States 
of America. Some of us thought he had 
paid a high price for the honor and the 
big price he receives for four years’ 
cervice. but women have never been 
tempted and tried as are those who 
are permitted to hold such offices. 

The president hastened to say, quite 
genially, that one member of the rules 
committee -had asked his opinion about 
ranting our request that a special 
icommittee be appointed by the house 
to consider seriously the subject of 
the enfranchisement of women in all 
its phases. He said: “I told the gen- 
tleman that I thought it should be ap- 
pointed.” And that is all the gatisfac-

At the presidential election of 1912 
the total democratic vote in the ten 
equal suffrage states was 1,177.254 and 
the total progressive votes was 1.077.-

185 votes. In Kansas, Oreeon, Arizona 
and Illinois the democratic vote was 
only a few thoneand above the nrogres- 
sive vote In Wyoming and Idaho the 
democratic vote was an eanally small 
number above the renublican vote.

among young negroes are prolific influences 
in the making of the criminal. Representa- 
tive negroes in every walk of life in Atlanta 
have at last sensed this elemental principle. 
They believe the broad field covered by the 
Y. M. C. A. offers a common meeting ground 
upon which they can gather and combat the 
agencies that the strenth of 
their people. 

This one fact, that the 
now recognizes the situation, is among the 
most significant that has developed in the 
local history of the race problem. Not less 
portentous is the further fact that it is upon 
the initiative of the negroes themselves that 
the monster mass meeting of this evening 
is projected. White persons are not to be 
asked to give a penny. The healthful bur. 
den of responsibility will be thrown entirely 
on the negroes. 

The scope of the meeting is shown in the 
fact that every negro church is drawn into 
it. It is expected that the Auditorium will 
be packed to capacity. Among the more 
notable speakers among white Atlantans will 
be Governor Slaton, Marion Jackson, Judge 
Nash R. Broyles, one of the south’s leading 
authorities on negro crime, and the Rev. Dr. 
John E. White. Leaders among the negroes 
will also present the appeal from the point 
of view of the race itself. Constantly dur- 
ing the past few weeks Marion Jackson, J. 
P. Jackson and W. Woods White have been 
co-operating with an executive committee of 
negroes. 

The status of the movement is this: 
$100,000 is the sum reguired to broaden the 
negro Y. M: C. A. to the dimensions de- 
manded by local needs. Of this sum, the 
equivalent of $80,000 is available, contingent 
upon the raising of $20,000 by the negroés 
themselves. he white people of Atlanta 
have already contributed $25,000 to the 
movement. The effort now is to secure the 
remainder from the negroes. 

In a sense, two separate factors will be 
put to the test tonight: 

(1) The ability of the negro to face and 
recognize the needs of his own situation. 
(2) The ability of;the negro to forget minor 
differences and work in harmony where the 
great basic welfare of the race is involved.

ORGAN/ZiING TRUCK GROWERS. 


President C. J. Haden, of the state cham- 
ber of commerce, has hold of a thoroughly 
constructive idea in his plans to promote 
closer relations between the truck growers 
and the commission merchants of Georgia. 
He has called a joint meeting of these two 
big factors in the state’s business for Sa- 
vannah on January 20 or 21. It is hoped 
that delegates to the annual convention of 
the National League of Commission Mer- 
chants, to be held in Jacksonville, can stop 
over a day in Savannah and participate in 
the discussion of mutual problems. 

To a certain extent a parallel can be 
drawn between conditions now prevailing in 
the truck growing industry and in the peach 
industry in Georgia before the organization 


of the Georgia Fruit exchange, established 
largely through the initiative of The Con- 
stitution. It will be remembered that at 
that time chaos ruled in the peach industry, 
as the result of glutted markets, imperfect 
marketing machinery and a series of years 
of short profits. Many orchard men were 
ready to give up in despair. The organiza- 
tion of the fruit exchange changed the 
whole face of the situation. Old markets 
were systematized and new markets were 
found. Distributing machinery was devised 
and perfected. Today the peach industry in 
Georgia is more firmly founded than at any 
time in its history. 

The trucking industry has incomparably 
more to gain by organization than has the 
peach industry. 
susceptible to nearly as many climatic me- 
naces, and is, therefore, freer from the com- 
mercial hazard of uncertainty. Additionally, 
the surface has just been scratched, so far 
as its commercial possibilities are con- 
cerned. The geographical element figures 
also, since while peach growing is confined 
to certain parts of the state, there is hardly 
one county in which a profitable truck in- 
dustry cannot be built up. 

ff closer relations can be effected be- 
tween the commission merchants and the 
growers, and, above all else, if the latter 
can be compactly organized for their own 
interest, diversified farming in Georgia will 
receive a tremendous impetus. It is to be 
hoped that both patties to this huge indus- 
try: will-co-operate in the plans so commend- 
ably put forward by President Haden. 


TAFT ON MONROE DOCTRINE.

It is true that here and there the Latin 
American mind still harbors the suspicion 
that our rigorous defense of the Monroe doc- 
_triné shields covetous designs upon their ter- 
ritorial integrity. That distrust is graduallv 
abating under the continued assurances of 
President Wilson and the thoughtful policies 
of previous administrations. but it is still 
sufficiently prevalent to militate against the 
cordiality of feeling that should obtain be- 
tween the two continents.

THF CHARITIES REPORT. 


It should be a source of gratification to 
all Atlantans of a constructive turn of mind 
that the chamber of commerce committee 
appointed to investigate the Associated 


c-2 . odin m i 
Charities has returned a report of a sweep- 


ingly favorable nature. The personnel of 
‘the committee is such as to endow it finally 
with the qualities of fairness and freedom 
from bias: Frank M. Inman, chairman; 
Frank Hawkins, Joseph Jacobs, W. W. Orr 


and W.S. Elkin. All of these men are clear- 
'headed and detached in viewpoint. 


They 
have to be “shown.” Thetr approval of any 
project is a certificate of its worth. 

The inquiry was instituted as the result 
of-a request from the Associated Charities. 
Here and there ignorant criticisms had been 
made of its efficiency. The main count was 
that it spent two dollars to give away one 
dollar, or words to that effect. 

The committee handles this charge with 


It is not, in the first place, 


the: 


conclusive logic. Here is a typical extract 
from its report, and Atlantans would do well 
to read it, since it illustrates the complete 
method of the Associated Charities: 


A drunken father was out of work: 
his wife is sick in bed, and three little 
children without food or fuel. The case 
was handled by a trained social service 
agent. The father was taken before the 
proper authorities, put under probation, 
and work secured for him; the wife was 
put in the Grady hospital and given 
proper treatment, and the three children 
were taken care of in a children’s home. 
At the end of ten days the father had 
saved a few dollars; the wife was well: 
and a small house was rented and the 
family reunited instead of being sepa- 
rated in different institutions—thus the 
home was conserved. In this case the 
amount paid out was nothing excent the 
time of one social service worker, 
amounting to $4.50. Does anyone doubt 
that more good was accomplished by this 
agent’s time and brain than could have 
been accomplished by ten times the 
amount of money? 


Here we have contrasted the’ difference 
between the old-fashioned “charity” and the 
scientific philanthropy of our day. The 
charity of yesterday would have treated this 
case with a palliative, with “dope,” so. to 
speak. It would have doled out temporary 
relief, and neglected to get back to first 
causes. And eventually the family would 
have become a permanent and increasing 
charge upon the community. 

The Associated Charities works from the 
ground up, as illustrated in this case. But 
it requires trained workers, trained as ardu- 
ously as physicians or lawyers, to do the 
work. They must be paid good salaries. In 
the end their effort will repay to the com- 
munity several times their salaries, and the 
money they cause to be spent on the cases 
they handle. 

It is to be hoped that with the publication 
of this judicial report we shall hear no more 
criticisms of the Charities. The organiza- 
tion is the center for constructive philan- 
thropy in Atlanta. 


FEWER ARRESTS. 

Mayor Woodward and the board of police 
commissioners are to be commended for 
their action looking toward the minimizing 
of arrests in Atlanta. If council follows the 
recent recommendation of the board it will 
provide money for the establishment of the 
office of inspector, whose station will be at 
police headquarters and whose duties will 
be to investigate individual cases and, inci- 
dentally, to keep a watchful eye on the effi- 
ciency of policemen. 

Philip Weltner, secretary of the Prison 
Association of Georgia, is responsible for 
much of the sentiment looking toward this 
reiorm. It is true that for a long time the 
more thoughtful people of Atlanta hav: 
realized that arrests have been too many. 
but it remained for Mr. Weltner to focalize 
sentiment by his investigations and hi; 
strong presentation of the case. 

He shows, as a fair illustration, that po 
lice court fines in Atlanta one year totalled 
$80,000. In New York, a city of five million 
population and eleven police courts, fines in 
the similar jurisdiction totalled only 
$120,000. 

This means, of course, just one thing, 
and that is that we are given here to prose- 
cution and fine for trivial offenses, thereby in 
the long run defeating the fundamental pur- 
pose of the law. Mr. Weltner showed also 
that the money thus gained to the city, con- 
trary from being “revenue,” was, in a very 
real sense, an ultimate drain. For the class 
upon whom the fining system falls most 
heavily is the poorer class, and their fining 
or imprisonment means their families or 
those dependent upon them must be thrown 
upon the charity of the city or private indi- 
viduals. ; 

Mayor Woodward expressed the matter 
accurately, when he said tnat a policeman’s 
ability was gauged not by the number of 
arrests he made, as so many scalps dangling 
from his belt, but by the capacity to main- 
tain order on his beat with the fewest num- 
ber of arrests. 

For the system that is the product of 
years’ growth, no one official is responsible. 
Blame rests in the last analysis upon the 
viewpoint. That must be corrected before 
definite progress can be made toward ap- 
proximating the methods of wiser cities. 

Let us by all means have the inspector 
stationed at police barracks. His construct- 
ive activities will, within a month or two, 
more than cover his upkeep. He will be one 
more factor in what should be a constant 
striving to lift our penal system from the 
taint of being a creator of malefactors.

WHAT BECAME OF WILLIAM TURNER? 


Among the many curious phases of hu- 
man existence none are invested with. a 
Breater degree of interest than those which 
relate to the occasional disappearance of so- 
ciety’s units, and which deal with the clir- 
cumstances attending their absence from the 
circle or sphere in which they have lived and 
moved. In this it is interesting to note that 
amongst the unwonted phases of human life 
there stands forth prominently those in 
which, first, the case of disappearance gives 
rise to the vain search or to the discovery 
of the missing body, and in which, secondly, 
science appears to assist in the work of iden- 
tification—this latter being in many cases 
a@ difficult and sometimes a hopeiess labor 
impeded by the grim and even ludicrous force 
of circumstances. 

The apparent impossibility of indentify- 
ing’ even near relatives may be aptly illus- 
trated by a reference to a case decided some 
years ago in the English vice-chancellor’s 
court. This was a suit in which the plain- 
tiff, Hollis, wished to establish the death of 
a person named Willlam Turner. 

Turner was last seen on the seventh of 
May, 1865, when he was entertained at Gulld- 
ford. He then presented an emaciated ap- 
pearance; his mind was unsettled and weak; 
he was unshaven and unkempt. On the seven- 
teenth of May a drowned body was found 
in the river Wey, and at the inquest that was 
summoned on the same day, two men named 
Etherington swore that the corpse was that 
of their father, who was missing at the 
period in question. 

The friends who had enrertained Turner 
at Guilford, on the other hand, declared their 
belief that the body was that of William 
Turner; but it was nevertheless interred as 
Philip Etherington. On the neck of the 
drowned man a colored/ handkerchlef was 
found, and this article assisted in the ulti- 
mate identification of the body, which was 
affected some months afterwards on Philip 
Etherington, the supposed drowned man, 
walking into his daughter's house. 

The question as to who was the drowned 
man was then revived. The proofs were, in 


the minds of most people, clearly brought 
out at last. William Turrer:had left behing 
him at Guildford a fragment of a hand@ker- 
chief; this‘ fragment being fourid to corre- 
spond with the article removed from the neck 
of the drowned man. , 

To the vice-chancellor’s mind the chain 
of evidence was complete and satisfactory, 
and judgment. was given establishing the 
identity of William Turner and the drowned 
man. Yet the two sons of Etherington were 
positive as to the identity of the body with 
their father, who in his turn must have re- 
mained utterly ignorant during his absence 
from home concerning the quandary into 
which that absence had led his friends and 
others. 

Was it really William Turner? ‘rurner 
was very prominent in his nelgnborhood, and 
yet many people who knew him alowed the 
Etheringtons to claim the body as that of 
their father. The medical jurist would in- 
form us that the common notion that the 
human body rapidly decomposes in water is 
contrary to the fact, and consequently this 
could not have led to the mis-identification. 

Especially in winter, and if the body re- 
mains below the surface, are the structures 
well preserved. Identification may therefore 
be tolerably easy, when otherwise free from 
embarrassing circumstances in cases of 
drowning taking place in winter, and even 
after some weeks have elapsed. It may also, 
in some cases, be of positive importance, 
either as an aid to identification, or for other 
purposes, to fix accurately the date of the 
death of the individual. 

No case of a similar character ever creat- 
ed the sensation in England as did that of 
William Turner, for the reason that the body 
was not long enough in the water to in any 
way distort the features, and yet neither the 
Turners nor the Etheringtons, nor their 
friends, were able to identify who was the 
drowned man, and although at first buried 
as Etherington, and later his grave wads 
marked as Turner, yet the latter's family and 
friends were never wholly satisfied that it 
was his body that was interred.

SELF-PRESERVATION 
KEYNOTE OF WHITE MAN’S 
DUTY TO THE NEGRO 


(From The Houston, Texas, Post.) 
“How many people in Atlanta,” asks The 

‘onstitution of that city, “know to a cer- 
inty that their domestic servants do not 
‘me from diseased homes?” 
And in the discussion, it puts forth these 
pertinent truths: “The business of safe- 
guarding the health of the community, in 
ts negro as well as its white sections, is 
that of self-preservation and not sentiment 
or philanthropy. The disease germ is the 
original democrat. It ignores the boundary 
lines of race, of wealth and of station, 4s 
well as of mere geography. It Knows no 
prejudices, inherited or acquired. It is mur- 
’ derously impartial in its depredations. You 
may not believe you are ‘your brother's 
keeper,’ and you may be a trifle cynical about 
vour ‘duty’ to the negro. But you can 
hardly be negligent about your duty to your 
own child, and your own health personally, 
and keep a clean conscience.” 

The Post for years has been stressing the 
importance of this very question for all 
southern cities. It has repeatedly urged upon 
the people of Houston that they can not 
‘fford. even from the selfish point of view, 
to ignore the living conditions of the negro 
population. The negroes are the domestic 
servants of the servant-employing class of 
the southern cities. The negroes are a part 
of the life of the south and. will always be, 
and even if the whites who employ them 
are not concerned in philanthropy at all, 
they owe it to themselves to have a 
concern for everything affecting the health 
and morals of the negro people. 

The nobler part is, of course, to realize 
in a broad and sympathetic sense our obli- 
gation to aid the negroes to better standards 
of living, because they are in so many re- 
spects dependent upon the whites and be- 
cause thaw g- ‘mplicitly rely upon the whites. 
Whether we call it a “white man’s burden,” 
or whether we are moved by philanthropic 
impulses, the fact remains that the southern 
negroes profoundly affect the life and econ- 
omy of the south, and they will so affect it 
forever. 


glory if history shall be able to say of us 
that we accepted the problems the war left 
us and worked them out kindly, intelligently 
and well, but if we are concerned only for 
our own welfare, then it will be secondary 
philanthropy for us to see that living condi- 
tions among the negroes are such that they 
will not menace the health and prosperity of 
the white people. 

Negroes living amid insanitary conditions 
in southern cities are going to suffer the 
hardships of poverty and disease, they are 
going to suffer contamination and destruc- 
tion in a moral sense, they are going to be 
a heavily consuming and inefficient element 
of population. 

But the whites will not be able to escape 
the consequences. They will have to bear 
the economic losses that a large and ineffi- 
cient mass is certain to inflict, they will be 
victimized by the diseases that spread death 
and disaster among poorly housed and miser- 
ably environed human beings and they will 
not escape the deadly blight of the immo- 
rality and vice that thrive among the igno- 
rant, the desperate and the neglected poor. 

The vital statistics of every southern city 
reveal the inevitable consequence of indiffer- 
ence to conditions among the négroes—the 
servant class that brings into well kept 
homes the deadly germs that multiply amid 
the miserable conditions that afflict the ne- 
gro sections of so many southern cities.

FAVORITE RECIPES OF

Arizona is rich in game. We have an 
abundance of wild turkey, quail and deer, 
and often young bear, all of which are very 
fine eating, but it is almost impossible to 
substitute anything for turkey, as it is an 
accepted Institution for holiday fare espe- 
clally. 

A few days before Thanksgiving and 
Christmas many a town and hamlet throuck- 
out the state has its turkey shoot, for which 
hundreds of birds are purchased alive th its 
own valleys where they are raised in great 
numbers. 

The turkeys’ heads are exposed at a dis- 
tance which makes a good, long shot and for 
twenty-five cents per shot, or four for a 
dollar, you can get a turkey, that is, if you 
are a good marksman, but nearly everyone 
in Arizona can shoot. The tenderfoot who 
cannot shoot accurately pays the losses. 

The flavor of wild turkey is far super- 
lor to that of the tame bird and it ig best 
prepared in the following manner: ’ 

Wild Turkey. 

Dry the bird well on the inside and rub 
with a clove of garlic. Lay three or four 
slices of pork or breakfast bacon across 
the breast, then dredge with a little flour 
and place in a roasting pan with about a 
half pint of hot water. Baste frequently 
and roast from two and a half to three 
hours, aecording to the size of the turkey. . 

For the dressing, mix the peaten yolks 
eggs with one pint of dry bread 


with butter, salt and pepper to taste.

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U. S. MEDICAL SCHOOLS 
STEADILY DECREASING 


Washington, December 13.—A grad- 
ual but steady decrease in the number 
of medical schools in the United States 
is indicated in a report compiled by 
the federal bureau of education. There 
also-in 1913 was a considerable de- 
crease in both the number of students 
attending these schools and the num- 
ber of graduates. 

The figures show that there were 
fourteen fewer schools, 1,200 fewer stu- 
dents and a decrease of 500 in the num- 
ber of graduates in 1913, as compared 
with 1912. Although the number of 
students has decreased, the number of 
women studying medicine showed an 
increase last year. Of the 18,451 stu- 
dents in 1912, 712 were women, while 
in 1913 there were 855 women among 
17.238 students. Only seventy women 
yraduated this year, as compared with 
142 tin 1912. 

The reduction in the number of med- 
ical schools is part of a general move- 
ment inaugurated Bome years ago for 
the improvement of these institutions. 
Entrance requirements and sources of, 
study have been materially raised in 
practically all states. 


GOVERNMENT DEFIED 
BY L. AND N. SYSTEM 


Washington, December 13.—The in- 
‘terstate commerce commission today 
reported to the senate that the Louis- 
ville’ and Nashville railroad had refus- 
jed to allow inspectors to examine cer- 
‘tain correspondence demanded under 
the senate resolution of investigation, 
|passed August 6, 

H. L. Stone, general counsel for the 
Louisville and Nashville, in telegrams 
to the interstate commerce commission, 
December 9 and 10, insisted that pri- 
vate files of correspondence between 
himself and other officials relating to 
Alabama rate suits do not come within 
the limits of “accounts, records and 
memoranda,” which the senate ordered 
investigated. The commission has ask- 
ed for further instructions from the 
senate, 

The resolution sought to establish 
whether the Louisville and Nashville 
and the Nasliville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railways were jointly owned or 
controlled, exercised any restraint over 
competition and other facts as to con- 
trol and management. 


NEW CHILD LABOR LAW 
OPENLY DISREGARDED 


Pittsburg, Pa., December 13.—Declar- 
ing that thousands of women-and chil- 
dren in the Pittsburg district are em- 
ployed in violation of the new child 
labor law, Francis Feehan, first vice 
president of the Pennsylvania Federa- 
tion of Labor, and chief inspector of 
the state department of labor, today 
announced complete plans for enforce- 
ment of the statute. 

He called upon labor and civic or- 
ganizations for information concerning 
infractions of the law, saying that 
even annonymous complaints would be 
investigated. A large number of war- 
rants have already been served on 
employers of women who are charged 
with compelling them to work more 
than 54 hours a week. 


FREE MEAT FOR NEEDY 
FURNISHED BY FARMERS 


Pendleton, Ore., December 13.—Meat 
for the needy in several Oregon cities 
was furnished free of charge by farm- 
ers of this section yesterday. In a 
drive covering only two square miles 
the farmers Killed 1,200 rabbits, which 
have destroyed much fall sown wheat 

The meat was shipped.to Portland 
and other cities for distribution among 
the poor. It is planned to continue 
the drives over a territory of twenty- 


five square miles.

STATE LOSES BATTLE 
FOR TULLALAH FALLS 


Supreme Court Upholds De- 
cision to Effect Title Was 
Long Ago Surrendered. 


As was generally expected by law- 
yers, the state has’ lost 
Tallulah Falls. The supreme 
handed down a decision Saturday in 
the case of the State of Georgia v. the 
Georgia Railway and Power Company, 
in which it upheld the decision of 
Judge J. B. Jones in Rabun superior 
court, to the effect that the state had 
surrendered its interest in the falls 
when it granted away the land nearly 
a century ago. 

The court uphojds*an old principle 
of law that the state has no interest 
as a sovergign in a 
stream, and that where the land 
been granted away the boundary 
not stop with the banks of the stream, 
but goes to the central thread of it. 

Consequently the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, in acquiring from 
prior holders the land on which Tal- 
lulah Falls is located, has also ac- 
quired the falls. 

State Parted With ‘Title. 

The court declares that the acts of 
1818 and 1819, laying out the counties 
of Habersham and Rabun, contemplated 
that the entire territory organized in 
these counties was to be surveyed into 
lots and distributed by lotteries for 
sale. Continuing, the court says: 

“Where a grant refers to a plat as 
furnishing a description of the prop- 
erty conveyed, the plat itself and 
words and marks on it are as much a 
part of the grant and control, so far 
as the limits are concerned, as if the 
descriptive features were written out 
on the face of the grant itself.”

Cattle in Brazil. 
(From The Indianapolis News.) 

The cattle producing possibilities of 
Brazil have been overlooked because 
of the supericrity of the Argentine 
as a stock fattening country. The 
most suitable land in Brazil now being 
utilized for grazing cattle in the 
states of Rio Grande do Sul, Parana, 
Santa Catharina, Sao Paulo, Minas 
Geraes, Goyaz, Matto Grosso, Bahia, 
Ceara and Piauhy. All the territecry 
in the southernmost state of” Brazil, 
Rio Grande do Sul, in which are al- 
ready located numerous ranches, has 
railways carrying its products to the 
ports on the Atlantic. The absence 
of reasonable railway transportation 
rates has prevented the cattle business 
frvem becoming profitable in most dis- 
tricts of Brazil. Shipment has been 
conducted, therefore, on a limited scale. 
Driving from one point to another must 
at present be resorted to, but it is 
only a question of a few years until 
this methcd of bringing the product to 
the markets will be superseded by 
modern transportation facilities. Re- 
frigerator freight cars are now being 
provided. 

While there are no reliable statistics 
of the pastoral industry in Brazil, it is

‘estimated that there are 30,000,000 cat- 


tle in the country, of which Rio Grande 
do Sul is credited with 8,000,000 and 
Geraes with 5,000,000. In 1908 
salted beef establishments of Rio 
do Sul killed 598.000 cattle. In 
1911 the state of Minas Geraes sent 
349,653 cattle to the slaughter houses 
of Rio de Janeiro and Sao Paulo, Cat- 
tle for consumption itn the large cen- 
ters of population are sold at different 
markets situated at railway centers
